MAN TOO POOR TO PAY BOARD

Homes for .Workers-From Abroad Are 
Vacant and Deserted, but Much Is 
Expected of Dowie on Anni- 
versary of Foundation. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—Zion City in its win- 
ter garb is a bleak, desolate win:i-swept 
place, with a few straggling, roughly -bailt 


of sandy waste vetween the icy waters of 
Lake Michigan and the ancient beach in 
front of the Sheridan road. While the mas- 
ter spirit of the religious-social community 
was being welcomed home from his Euro- 
pean tour, and his followers in robes of 
splendor passed in review before him, Zion 
City waited in the background for the glory 
‘that Dr. John Alexander Dowie has proin-: 
| ised it.

The great lace factory, whose marvyel- 
ous profits the patriarchal head of. the 
church has held up as an inducemunt 
for the investments of his flock, is a long,

“You will have to ask that juestion at the 
business offce in Chicago.

Up on the hillside, on the top of the 
ancient shore line of the lake and on a 
line with the low, dull-colored. lace fac- 
tory, is a big roomy house, two stories in 
height, with a mansard roof, whose sky 
line is broken by a low grill railing. 

“The lacemakers’ hcme,’’ said a man 
with-a red face, and fumbling with a ham- 
mer with big woolen mitts drawn over his 
hands, vainly sok an to nail down a board 
in a homely looking sidewalk. 

It is the mast pretentious building in the 
city of Zion. It is painted white-and has a 
brightness and air of warmth about it that 
even a bitter cold day cannot dim. It is 
roomy and conveniently arranged. The lace- 
makers whom the general overseer is im- 
porting from England will.reside in the 
‘home’ until they have laid by sufficient 
to make the first payment upon some cot- 
tage or more pretentions dwelling that the 
directing noel of the city has: planned for 
the future. 

The interior of the building is finished in 
yellow pine. Every room is .in an outside 
room and light and sanitation. has been pro- 
vided for. Its great deficiency is.in door- 
ways, While it will hoyse about 2000 per- 
sons it has but four outside doors, and 
two of these are in the kitchen. 

The laceworkers will live a sort of com- 
munity life under strict rules. South of the 
“homé” is a respectable habitation east of 
Sheridan road. It is. used as a. boarding 
house for the contractors and mechanics 
working in the embryo city.

Dominated the School and Ruled Boys 


and Girls Alike in the Days 
When She Was a Rollick- 
ing Girl. 


VERSAILLES, Ky., Feb. 14.—Woodford 
County failed to recognize in Mrs. Carrie 
Moore Nation, the Kansas saloon smasher, 
a-distingzuished daughter until Mrs. Nation 
herself a few days ago claimed the kinship, 

Then a number of people hero called to 


mind a flaxen-haired,. rollicking girl of 12 
years, whose father, George Moore, Esq., 


40 vears ago owned one of the handsomest 
country places on the famous turnpike that 
leads from here to Midway. 

They are also recalling that Carrie Moore 
exhibited as schoolgirl the same traits 
of leadership, courage and determination 
which now characterize her assaults on the 


A 


saloons. 
The old Moore homestead (now owned by 


Mr. Lister Witherspoon) ts three and a half 
miles north of Versailles. It is just oppo- 
site the former home of the late General 
Abe Buford. In the same neighborhood are 
the celebraif®™ ‘‘Woodburn” and ‘‘Nantura” 
farms. the Viley place and the old Ned 
Riackburn home, where Senator Jo Black- 
burn was born. 

George Moore, Mrs. Nation's father, came 
here in about 1853. He was born in the 
Walnut Hills neighborhood, nine miles from 
Lexington, Ky. He first married a Miss 
Bowman of Fayette County, by whom he 
had one daughter, who is remembered by 
several people here as a very beautiful girl 
and a great belle. His second wife, the 
mother of Mrs. Nation, was Miss Camp- 
bell of Boyle County, Kentucky. Another 
daughter, Mary, and several sons were born 
to this union. Carrie (Mrs. Nation) was 
‘born in Boyle County. She was about 9 
years old when her parents removed to 
Woodford. The family was very prominent 
here. Some of the best people in Kentucky 
are related to Mrs. Nation. Mr. Moore was 
a farmer and live stock trader, and his 


standing in the community was excellent. 
During part of his residence here he was 
very wealthy, but he is said to have lost 
heavily in trading and speculation. 

Upon the summit of a hill just back of the 
Moore farm there is still standing an old 
stone schoolhouse, where during the fifties 
‘Prof. Hanna, a Yankee schoolmaster from 
Pennsylvania, instructed the children of the 
neighborhood in mathematics, spelling and 
history. Carrie Moore received her first 
schooling there. She was strong-willed and 
pelf-assertive, and from the very start she 
‘was a leader and dictator in the little coun-

She was large 
for her age, had yellow hair and a fair 
complexion, She was inclined to be a tom- 
boy, was very strong-willed and absolutely 
afraid of nothing. She dominated the 
school, and was distinctively a leader of 
both the girls and the boys. Frequently she 
led us younger children into mischief. [ es- 
pecially recall the martial spirit, and how 
she used to delight in assuming the role of 
@ conqueror. She would array herself and 
the other children of the school in paper 
soldier caps, stain their faces with juice 
from the poke berries that ew in the 
yard, and then, armed: with a wooden 
sword, she would lead us into the woods to 
do battle against {maginary foes. 

“Again,' I remember her leading an ex- 
ploration of a cavern in the neighborhood 
that the other school children had always 
been afraid to enter.” 

Carrie Moore was a regular attendant at 
the Christian Church Sunday school in the 
town of Midway, never missing a Sunday. 
She manifested great interest and enthu- 
siasm in the study of the Bible, and was 
always at the head of her class, 

Mr. Moore and his family removed from 
here in 1858 to Missouri, Carrie was then 
nearly 14 years old. Nothing had been 
heard of the family itn recent years until 
Mrs. Nation began her anti-saloon crusade. 

The friends of her childhood are divided 
in their opinion of Mrs. Nation’s recent 
conduct, A few indorse her, on the ground 
that “the end justifies the means;’’ others 
are opposed to her methods, although sym- 
pathizing with her purpose, while probably 
a asori*y of the people here regard her as 
a fanatic.

THEY WILL DEMAND BONDS 


UNDER MORGAN’S PLAN THEY 
WILL GET STOCK ONLY. 


Injunction Suits Are Threatened and 
There Are Signs of a Serious 
Hitch in the Proposed Steel 
Combine. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—The presence in 
town of Messrs. Phipps, Lovejoy and More- 
land, all stockholders in the Carnegie com- 
pany, with interests running into the mil- 
lions, is for self-protection. Injunction sults 
@re threatened. They object to exchanging 


combine, while Mr. Carnegie gets bonds for 
his stock. 

It is sald that J. Pierpont Morgan ex- 
pects to make $25,000,000 out of the deal and 
the minority Carnegie stockholders are not 
in favor of taking stock in any concern 
which can afford to give away $25,000,000 for 
brokerage. 

It is reported in Wall street that should 
the minority men not get what they want 
they wil not only bring suit themselves, 


but will endeavor to force Attorney-Gen- 
eral Griggs to fight the consolidation. 

It is learned from a Federal Steel Co. di- 
rector that it has been determined not to 
make the proposed $17,000,000 bond issue of 
the company which was projected for the 
establishment of new plants to compete 
with aeneae. Competition between these 
concerns will, of course, have been done 
away with. It is also learned that it is the 
expectation of the eonenereee of the com- 
bination to absorb the various corporations 
which it was previously thought it would 
control — by ownership of a majority 
of the stock. 

While the plans of the Morgan interests 
contemplate a greater absorption of steel 
corporations than has been generally sup- 

osed, not all of the concerns which are to 

e taken in may enter the combination at 
once. The projectors are willing to go a lit- 
tle slow. Not only are the Carnegie, Federal 
Steel, National Steel, American Steel and 
Wire, National Tube and American Bridge 
companies and the Moore properties—the 
eek hoop, the sheet steel and tin-plate 
concerns, to be ultimately consolidated, but 
the Lake Superior consolidated 
iron mines are also likely to be in the com- 
bination. 

This is a Rockefeller concern and con- 
trols a great and valuable ore territory, as 
well as a line of boats, all of which will be 
valuable to the big combination. 

A prominent director of the Federal Steel 
Co. when asked on what basis the various 
companies would go into the new combina- 
tion said: 

“The plan provides for the purchase by 
stock of the new company of all the stock 
of each of the companies to be taken in. 
The capitalization will outequal the pres- 
ent combined capitalizations. 
desire to retain old stock may do so, but 
™ think all the stockholders of the old com- 
panies will make the exchange. 

“The minority stockholders will have 
their stock valued on the same basis as 
Mr. Carnegie. Obviously in a matter of this 
kind everything must be done fairly and

‘The Governor makes plain the duty of the Legislature to 
pass an equitable franchise tax law. He clinches his state- 
ment of the Legislature’s duty by emphasizing the pledges 


tade to. the people. He says: 
We are pledged tc the enactment of a just, fair 


and equitable law, imposing franchise taxation. The 

people of the state demand and have a right to ex- 

pect appropriate legislation for that purpose. 

The Governor defines the difference between corporations 
possessing exclusive and special privileges and exercising pub- 
lic functions, and private corporations, enjoying no privileges 


mot enjoyed by other corporations engaged in competitive 


business. He directs the attention of the Legislature to the 
Opinion ‘of Justice Sherwood of the Missouri Supreme Court 
in the Associated Press case, where the distinction is clearly 
tiade.. Referring to the difference the Governor says: “A 
private business association receives from the States the privi- 
lege ‘to be a corporation,’ this is all that is conferred upon 
it. Such a franchise is worth only what it costs to reincor- 
porate.” But he says: “It is not so with corporations pos- 
sessing the privilege of using the public streets, exercising the 
right of public dumain, acting as common carriers, receiving 
and collecting tolls and performing other public services and 
functions, under the permission of the State and its munici- 
palities.” : 

The Governor points out that private corporations now pay 
for the right of incorporation and are taxed on their prop- 
erty, but insists that if additional taxation is to be levied 
upon them, it should be done in a separate measure, and not 
in a law imposing a tax upon franchises, “the intangble prop- 
erty of quasi-public corporations from which the value of the 
capital stock of such corporations in large measure arises.” 

“Tt is not in such cases,’ says the Governor, ‘‘the 
right or privilege ‘of being a corporation’ that should 
be taxed (which is all that is conferred upon a pri- 
vate corporation, and can be obtained by the proper 
number of citizens at any time), but the special priv- 
ilege of exercising public functions, using public 
property and managing public utilities.” 


On the question of the constitutionality of a franchise tax 
law, properly framed, Gov. Dockery’s opinion is clear and 
strong. Having shown the essential difference in the fran- 
chise of a private corporation and of a quasi-public corpora- 
tion, not merely in degree, but in kind, he adds: 

“There is no constitutional obstacle to prevent the 
classification of objects for purposes of legislation, 
provided such classification is a natural and not 
merely an arbitrary one.”’ 


The franchise tax issue‘is made up. __ If, after reading Gov. 
Dockery’s special message. legislators are beiuddled as to the 
kind of property to tax or the kind of law to pass, or are 
doubtful of their duty, it is because the lobbyists are skillful 
in the befuddlement of the legisiative mind, and in the con- 
fusion of duty with profit. 

If the Legisiature shail fai! to pass an equitable f-anchise 
tax b.ll it will be because the little finger of the lobby is 
thicker than the loins of the people. 
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It has been supposed that the English look with favor upon 
our Philippine policy. Yet a writer in the National Review 
of London declares that the course of the Administration in 
dealing with the new colonies has been marked by ineptitude 
from the beginning, and that no more striking exhibition of 
its inability to comprehend the genius of colonial organiza- 
tion has been shown than in making a Filipino a man with- 
out political rights in his own land or in the country which 
has forcibly adopted Itim, and yet denies him the guardianship 
which he has a right to expect from political parents. It is, 
he says, the same sort of political administration which has 
made the efforts of France to establish colonies such a ghastly 


failure.

SMELTERS’ WILL BE BUILT 


President Wise of the Union Iron and 


Lead Co. Visits St. Louis to 
Let Contracts. 


H. Wise of New York, president of the 


Union Iron and Lead Co., arrived in St.

The chief feature of the plan, according 


to Mr. Wise, is the intention on the part of 
his company, which is at the head of it, to 


fight the so-called smelters’ trust which 
now controls most of the lead output in 
Missourl, 

‘That is the reason,’’ said Mr. Wise to 
the Post-Dispatch Thursday morning. ‘‘why 
we are going to build the mammoth smelter 


and concentrator and also the other big 


smelter in St. Louis or East St. Louls. We 
intend to mine our lead ore and also to 
smelt it. We have plenty of capital behind

“There is enough lead in southeast Mis- 
souri to more than supply the entire coun- 
try. The trust now controls that. We are 
going in on an independent scale.

WASHINGTOIN, Feb. 16.—The introduc- 
tion into this country of new, hardy winter 
wheats and macaroni varieties means, ac- 
cording to experts, an increase of at least 
60,000,000 bushels in the yield of the wheat- 
growing sections of the great plains. It 
means by the introduction of these drought- 
resistant cereals the western and northern 
states will produce great crops. 

Heretofore the general wheat crops of the 
plain states have been attended with a 

ater or lesser degree of speculation ow- 
ng to the constantly recurring droughts. 
The United States department of agricul- 
ture has accordingly made this matter a 
serious study and is now prepared to lend a 
helping hand. Prof. M. Carleton, the 
department’s wheat expert, and the most 
eminent cereal authority in the world, has 
recently returned from Europe, where he 
made an extensive investigation into the 
various wheats, their cultivation, conditions 
of climate and soil. 

In an interview regarding the introduction 
of new wheats into this county, Prof. 
Carleton said: “It is clear that one of the 

ssibilities of expansion in our cereal in- 
Shotry lies in the direction of securing new 
drought-resistant varieties, with which to 
extend the cereal-producing area farther 
into the semi-arid regions and to insure 
crops of larger productions. 


Has a Dozen 
New Varieties. 
‘In my trips through Europe I found a 
dezen varieties of red winter and macaroni 


wheats that will be of special benefit to the 
great plains. The macaroni wheats will be 
of value te the spring wheat growers as 
well as the winter wheat, because they can 
be grown in states from North Dakota to 
Texas, inclusive. The idea of increasing 
the area of winter wheats is of special value 
to lowa and Nebraska. It will enable the 
farmers there to grow winter wheats in sec- 
tions where heretofore they could success- 
fully grow only spring varieties. 

“The macaroni wheats can also be grown 
in such sections as Arizona, Idaho and the 
driest portions of Washington and Oregon. 


One important feature about these wheats, 


is that although they need some moisture 
t6 bring them up and then one rain later on, 
afterward the drier it is it seems the better 
for them at this stage. They do well in re- 

ons where the rainfall is from 10 to 15 
niches. Experiments of the department dur-

very dry and the winds drive dust away

these localities. 

These red winter wheats are very hard- 
grained and are absolutely the very best 
bread grains in the world. Unfortunately 
they are all of the bearded variety, but so 
long as they are the best the famers of 
this country must get used to them. They 
are a hardy grower, and as a rule resistant 
to rust, although not so much so as the 
macaroni wheats. These winter wheats 
come from Crimea and North Causasus, 
and the very hardiest and best of all from 
the province of Kharkov. I have been in 
Europe twice and spent nearly a year in 
Russia, where | carefully studied these 
wheats and know exactly what part of this 
country they are most adapted to as con- 
cerns climate and soil. 


Turkey Wheat 
in Kansas. 

“For about twenty years or more Kansas 
has been growing a variety called Turke}s 
wheat. The name is very misleading, when 
in reality it is a Crimean wheat. Many of 


the varieties being imported from that 
country are better thun that they call 
Turkey wheat in Kansas. That is, they 
are harder-grained, will probably make 
better flour and will stand much harder 
winter. Because the Kansas farmers have 
been recently thinking of sending to Crimea 
for more of that wheat does not by any 
means signify that the wheats they have 
been growing out there are running out 
or deteriorating in any way. A number of 
the scientists have been working on this 
matter of the relation of plants to soil 
and climate, and say it is always a good 
thing to bring the seed of the same va- 
riety from another soil and climate every 
two or three years. Even though you bring 
wheat from an inferior soil and different 
climate a change in itself is very good. 
ae ought to be constant exchanges of 
seed. 

‘Therefore the fact that these Kansas 
farmers are sending to Crimea for a lot 
more Of wheat doesn't mean that they 
cannot raise good wheat there. They don't 
have to do that any more than any other 
state, but simply realize the advantage of 
importing fresh seed. They are probably 
getting their seed from the central part 
of Crimea, where the climate is different 
from the section where their former supply 
was secured. Another thing, the wheat 
they are getting will ripen earlier, coming 
from a latitude farther south. 

“In the course of several years the yield 
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of the red winter wheats introduced will, 


‘like the genuine Turkey wheats, be larger 


to the acre than any other winter whea: 
There may be occasionally years when some 
of tgze ordinary wheats will yield more 
than these, but on the average, considering 
the différent conditions of the weather, they 
will yield most on acount of their hardi-
